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The amendment filed 1/20/2006 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
NOT been entered. The final Office action, mailed 10/19/2006, is maintained. 

The proposed amendment to claim 1 raises new issues that would require further search 
and/or consideration. The limitations of dependent claims 3, 6 and 7 have been combined in 
proposed claim 1 . This combination of limitations had not been considered in the previous 
Office action. Furthermore, the altered scope of claim 1 in combination with dependent claim 
17, which requires the DNA segment of claim 1 to comprise "a contiguous nucleic acid sequence 
from SEQ ID NO: 1" would require further search and/or consideration. Thus, the proposed 
amendment to the claims changes the scope of the claim 1 and claims that depend therefrom, 
such that further search and/or consideration is required. 

The proposed amendment to claim raises the issue of new matter. Proposed claim 1 is 
drawn to a DNA segment comprising a protein coding region encoding a polypeptide comprising 
a transactivation domain comprising an amino acid sequence from between position 27 and 
position 270 of SEQ ID NO: 2, a zinc finger domain comprising an amino acid sequence from 
between position 290 and position 374 of SEQ ID NO: 2, and a proline rich domain comprising 
an amino acid sequence from between position 27 and position 192 of SEQ ID NO: 2. The 
specification as originally filed does not describe a DNA segment comprising all three of the 
claimed coding regions (e.g. pages 3-4 and Figure 7B). For example, the specification does not 
describe a coding region that encodes amino acids 27-192 and 27-270 in combination. In other 
words, the specification does not describe a DNA segment encoding a protein where amino acids

27-192 are present in duplicate. Thus, this amendment is a departure from the specification and 
claims as originally filed.
